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Churchill Downs will have special post times on Friday (2 p.m.) and Saturday (1:45 p.m.) so the races coincide but don’t 
overlap with a simulcast of the Breeders’ Cup World Championships from Del Mar. Admission gates will open at 12:30 p.m. both days. 

The simulcast of the 10-race “Future Stars Friday” card from Del Mar will begin at 2:55 p.m. and the Breeders’ Cup will cover 
Races 6-10 (5:50-8:30 p.m.). Championship Saturday’s 12-race program at Del Mar will commence at 1:15 p.m. with the Breeders’ Cup 
on Races 4-12 (Breeders’ Cup starts at 3:05 p.m.). It will culminate with the $6 million Longines Classic (GI) at 8:40 p.m. 


MUCHO MADE 5-2 FAVORITE OVER BANGO, NECKER ISLAND IN SATURDAY’S BET ON SUNSHINE — WSS 
Racing and 4 G Racing’s speedy six-time winner Mucho was tabbed as the 5-2 morning line favorite in Saturday’s 13 renewal of the 
$300,000 Bet On Sunshine (Listed). 

Run at six furlongs, the Bet On Sunshine will go as Race 10 of 11 with a post time of 7:20 p.m. (all times Eastern). First post 
is 1:45 p.m. 

Trained by John Ortiz, Mucho won the July 31, $100,000 Challedon Stakes at Pimlico. The 5-year-old son of Blame finished 
third in the $250,000 Phoenix (Grade IT) at Keeneland last out. Mucho worked a swift half-mile in :46.80 Sunday under jockey Reylu 
Gutierrez, who will ride from post No. 8. 

Among his main rivals in the race is Tamaroak Partners’ Bango, who has six victories beneath the Twin Spires. 

“His record at Churchill Downs sort of speaks for itself,” trainer Greg Foley said. “He loves this track and this race was a 
very logical spot. He ran a solid race last time (in the $275,000 Louisville Thoroughbred Society) when he finished third.” 

Marcelino Pedroza Jr. has the mount from post 4. 

Here is the complete field for the Bet On Sunshine from the rail out (with jockey, trainer and morning line odds): Necker 
Island (Mitchell Murrill, Chris Hartman, 3-1); Long Weekend (James Graham, Tom Amoss, 15-1); Vertical Threat (Adam Beschizza, 
Richard Baltas, 8-1); Bango (Pedroza, Foley, 3-1); Rough Entry (Brian Hernandez Jr., Rohan Crichton, 8-1); Atoka (Rafael Bejarano, 
D. Wayne Lukas, 12-1); Sir Alfred James (John McKee, Lynn Cash, 5-1); and Mucho (Gutierrez, Ortiz, 5-2). 

The Bet On Sunshine is named after the former Paul McGee-trained 13-time stakes winning sprinter. McGee will present the 
trophy for Saturday’s race.

Thursday is the first of two Senior Days during the Fall Meet at Churchill Downs which features a 
discounted $24 ticket to Millionaires Row for seniors age 60 and up. The next Senior Day is Wednesday, Nov. 17. ... Sunday is 
Military Appreciation Day with free admission or a discounted $29 ticket to Skye Terrace for active and retired members of the U.S. 
armed services. ... “Inside Churchill Downs” will not air Friday due to the Breeders’ Cup World Championships. The show will 
return to ESPN 680/105.7 on Friday, Nov. 13 at 6 p.m.

Churchill Downs Racetrack (“CDRT”), the world’s most legendary racetrack, has been the home of The Kentucky Derby, the 
longest continually held annual sporting event in the United States, since 1875. Located in Louisville, CDRT features a series of themed 
race days during Derby Week, including the Kentucky Oaks, and conducts Thoroughbred horse racing during three race meets in the 
Spring, September, and the Fall.
